W N ew Y ork, Dec. 81.—Th* Senate com­ 
mittee (appointed 
to Inquire into the 
transportation and sale of meat products 
of the United States mst here to-day. 
T. C. Eastman, a cattle dealer, testified 
that there was nothing to stimulate deal­ 
ers of cattle in this city since the inter­ 
state law went into effect. 
He claimed 
that certain car companies got mileage 
and pay part of that mileage to original 
shippers and railways in the West to in­ 
duce them to ship their cattle by their 
roads. 
He charged the Lackawanna road 
with this offense and said the shipments 
to England have increased about 40,000 
head during the last year. 
He did not 
think beef dressed in the West as good as 
it was ten years ago, because the cattle 
raisers throw inferior cattle on the market 
Bernard Beinecke, a dealer in cattle and 
canned meats, said that he did not think 
the extreme cold of the arctic regions 
would have any bad effect on either fresh 
or salt canned meats, except that after 
any length of time during which it was 
frozen it might lose some of its flavor on 
being thawed out 
He does not export 
cattle, but sells meats to hotels and restau­ 
rants. 
He buys his cattle in Chicago and 
pays the highest price for his purchases. 
He would not say that the meat was the 
best In the market 
He said that every 
part of the beef was utilized, including 
the blood, hoofs, etc—in fact nothing is 
wasted. 
The net profit on a beef he could 
not tell without figuring it up. 
This he 
was directed to do. 
He finally said $4.95 
would be a fair estimate on each steer. 
This included all expenses cf transporta­ 
tion. 
Joseph Schwarzchield was the next wit­ 
ness. 
He is a slaughterer in this city. He 
buys all his cattle in Chicago, getting the 
middle and good class. 
The cattle weigh 
from 1,200 to 1,500 pounds. 
A 1,200 
pound steer costs about $3.70 a cwt. 
Transportation costs about $5 to $6 a 
head. 
William Ottman said he was doing busi­ 
ness at a loss now. 
He averages a profit, 
however, the year round of i of a cent a 
pound. 
He brings stock from Chicago. 
Henry Zahn testified to the same profit. 
He said the best meat came from the West. 
Eastern meat was classed as second and 
third rate. 
Witness had been in the busi­ 
ness twenty years and never received any 
benefit from any railroad or car company 
which he patronized. 
The committee adjourned and will go to 
Washington, where a few more witnesses 
will be examined who were expected to 
testify to day, but who wore out of town.

Testim ony Given Before the Senate Com­ 
m ittee in New York.

or use of power. 
Francis Wayland Glenn, 
a

resident of Canada and a member of the 
dominion parliment for 8outh Toronto for 
nine years previous to 1886, 
was also a 
witness before the commission. 
"Canada 
will come here.” be 
said 
pointedly, 
"unless the people of the United State! 
themselves prevent her. 
She sees milk 
and honey beyond the 8t. Lawrence and 
wants to share it.” 
Mr. Glenn, in support of his statements, 
said Canada had adopted the free school 
system, decimal calculations, and election 
methods of the United States, and was 
more eager to adopt American business 
principles than aha was those of England. 
Canada also wanted free access to Amer­ 
ican markets, hs held—in fact, she would 
declare ber independence ot English tower 
and annex with the United States.

Lord Randolph Churchill unhesitatingly 
indorsed the movement. 
Mr. John 
Morley declared his opposition to eight- 
hour legislation, but expressed hie belief 
la th e eight-hcur principle. 
‘ We meat 
remember,' he says, bhat our working 
classes are cot mere machines, they are 
not merely bands; they haye heads, and 
they have heart] end hemes to look af­ 
ter.’ By the efforts cf the trade-ut'ions 
he would have tbe reform accomplished 
in England, as it has already been ac­ 
compli ihtd rn Australia.” 
The opposition to this limitation of 
the hours of labor will comb from that 
large claes of employers who oau not sec 
their way dear to pay tan hours' wages 
for eight hours’ work. 
If the A merican 
federation of l&bor will be fair in the 
campaign against tbe ten or tbe twelve 
hour system, and ask for eight hours’ 
pay for a corresponding number of boort* 
liber, there would be no fight between 
the employer and the employe. 
The 
history cf the movements to shorten the 
hours of work in this country has not 
shown a spirit of fairness on the part of 
the leaders. 
In the present condition of 
the manufacturing business it would be 
a great injustice to demand a reduction 
of the hours cf labor without a corres- 
pondirg reduction 'iu wages. 
Bhort- 
bour restrictions are all right when ac­ 
companied by ^short-wege restrictions; 
but to move for a reduction of hours, 
and and yet contend for the old standard 
of wages, will do much to arose;a preju­ 
dice against tbe movement. 
There aresome trades is which the 
eight-hour system would prove a bless­ 
ing to tbe employes. The public good 
would be preluded if thousands of sob- 
er-mioded, industrious, honest laborers 
could work but eight hours. 
Those en­ 
gaged ia self-culture, ia building up an 
intelligent home, in preparing themselves 
for a higher citizenship, would be ©spee­ 
dily benefited by tbe demanded rettic- 
ftan cf the hours of labor. 
So that if 
tbe movement is for (he making cf bet­ 
ter m er, better homer, better citizens! 
every person who has manly sympathy 
for the great army cf laborers, will. wish

AND THE INSURANCE. 
The record shows that the fire depart­ 
ment responded to forty-two alarms 
during the year just closed, ten of which 
were given without cause, and are classed 
as "falsie alarms.” This ie the largest 
number of alarms given in any one year 
in this city. Of the forty-two alarms of 
fire, there has really been but three fires 
of any magnitude, of these that of the 
Myers opera honse, February 20tb, was 
the most serious, involving a loss of 
$33.700. There was no insurance on tbe 
building, the Iota cf which is estimated 
at $30,000, and but very little insurance 
on tbe contents. When it is remembered 
under what disadvantages the fire dc 
partment was placed at Ibis fire, the 
heavy loss will be accounted for, and 
wonder again expressed that euob prop­ 
erty should remain uninsured. 
The second was that en April 2J, on 
South Main street, involving a loss cf 
about $4,855 50. being covered by insur­ 
ance. The third was that of Angus 
14 b, at the Janesville Cotton Factory 
No. I, involving a loss of $2,010, cover 
ed by insurance.

SEVENTY-FIVE 
NEW 
DWELLINGS 
ERECTED THIS SEASON. 
While it has been an impossibility to 
obtain a complete list of tbe new build­ 
ings erected in the city daring the year, 
owing to tbe reluctance of many cf tbe 
contrasters in answering inquiries, tbe 
Gazette baa made a very caref a1 inspec­ 
tion and estimate of tbe building im­ 
provements. There have been at least 
seventy-five new dwelling houses erected 
during 
tbe 
year, representing 
an 
outlay of at least one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. 
This is placing tbe 
average ocet at two thousand dollars, 
which many consider very reasonable. 
Many of tbe new buildings are of mod 
era architecture, ; od cost much more 
than the average. 
Undoubtedly the 
handsomest residence bnilt this season is 
that of Ex-Alderman D. P. Smith, on 
Washington street, representing an ex­ 
penditure cf upwards of ten thousand 
dollars. Next to this comes the beau 
tiful residence of Dr. James Mills on 
East street south, coding nearly as mnob, 
and then ccm es Captain Pliny Norcross’ 
beautiful Forest Park home, represent­ 
ing thousands of dollars. 
These sev­ 
enty-five dwellings are neatly equally 
divided in the several divisions of tbe 
oily, and ehow evidence of thrift and 
prosperity on the pait of our people. 
Besides the new dwellings there has 
been at least twenty-five [thousand dol 
lira expended iolimprovmg old build­ 
ings in different paris of tbe city. Sev­
